OFFICIAL DELEGATION TO THE MOZAMBIQUE INDEPENDENCE CELE- 
BRATIONS ON JULY 25 (SIC).. .THE AMERICANS HOPE THAT AS A 
RESULT OF HIS OFFICIAL VISIT TO WASHINGTON LAST WEEKEND, 
PRESIDENT KAUNDA OF ZAMBIA MAY BE WILLING TO USE HIS GOOD 
OFFICES TO AVOID THIS SNUB TO THE UNITED STATES. ..AL- 
THOUGH THE US GAVE MODEST SUPPORT TO THE CAUSE OF THE 
FRONT FOR THE LIBERATION OF MOZAMBIQUE (FREMLINO) BY 
SECRETLY HELPING TO FUND THE MOZAMBIQUE INSTITUTE IN 
TANZANIA THROUGH CENTRAL INTELLIGENCE AGENCY SOURCES 
DURING THE PERIOD OF THE KENNEDY ADMINISTRATION, AMERICAN 
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LY HOSTILE TO FRELIMO... AMERICAN POLICY UNDER NIXON WENT 
SO FAR AS SPECIFICALLY TO FORBID ITS AMBASSADORS IN AFRI- 
CA TO MEET FRELIMO LEADERS. THAT RESTRICTION WAS LIFTED 
ONLY IN SEPTEMBER, FIVE MONTHS AFTER THE CHANGE OF REGIME 
AND OF POLICY IN LISBON. THERE ARE, THEREFORE, UNDER- 
STANDABLE REASONS WHY THE NEW FRELIMO GOVERNMENT IN

CISED SHIPMENT OF GRAIN FROM SOUTH AFRICA... CLEARLY, 
FRELIMO IS NOT RUSHING TO WELCOME WHAT IT REGARDS AS A 
BELATED AMERICAN RECOGNITION OF ITS JUST CAUSE. IT HAS 
CONSIDERABLE REASON TO FEEL BETTER DISPOSED TO THE COMMU- 
NIST COUNTRIES AND TO THE SMALLER WEST EUROPEAN NATIONS 
WHICH HELPED IT IN THEIR MOST DIFFICULT TIMES. BUT NEW 
DIFFICULTIES LIE AHEAD FOR MOZAMBIQUE. IT IS GOING TO 
NEED ALL THE FOREIGN AID IT CAN GET. END QUOTE.
